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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 17-22 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Yasohama et al (5432444):magnetizing coil 73a, two magnetic (sensing 
and compensating) sensors 73b. See Fig. 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 26, 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Yasohama et al (5432444) in view of Won (6204667). Yasohama et al discloses 

substantially the same invention as claimed, except for a sample support or holder 

made of non-magnetic material of low electric conductivity and the item being a security 

document of article. With respect to the sample support, although a sample support or 

holder is an inherent element of Yasohama et al (foods and other materials must 

inherently be contained in a holder or support; see in line 16 of col.1), Yasohama et al 
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does not discloses such sample support or holder made of non-magnetic material of low 
electric conductivity. It is a matter of design choice and scientific theories that sample 
supports or holders are made of non-magnetic material of low electric conductivity in 
order not to interfere with output signals of the Yasohama et al's device. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify 
Yasohama et al by holding the detected object of sample in a sample support or holder 
made of non-magnetic material of low electric conductivity in order for the support or 
holder not to interfere with output signals. As to the item being a security document of 
article, Won discloses that inspection devices using electromagnetic induction to detect 
and inspect security documents and articles (see col.1, lines 23-25). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify 
Yasohama et al by using it for detecting hidden and buried metal objects including 
security documents or articles (see Won's col.1, lines 23-25). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 23-25 and 32-37 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
